He  forrow  and  amazement,  that 
Ifkc an  earthquake  began  to  fliakc 
the  diftcmpcrcd  body  of  this  Had 
(by  rcafon  of  our  late  Soueraigns 
departure  J  being  wifely  and  mi- 
raculoufly  prcuented,and  the  fea- 
red wounds  of  a  ciuillfword,  (as 
/ilexjnders  fury  was  with  Muficke) being  ftopt  from 
burfiing  forth,  by  the  found  of  Frompets  that  pro- 
claimed King  lames :  All  mens  eyes  were  prefently 
lurnd  to  the  North,flanding  cuen  flone-  ftil  in  their 
Circles,  like  thcpoynts  of  fo  many  Geomctricall 
needles ,  through  a  fixed  &  Adamantine  dcfire  fy 
behold  this  45.  yeares  wonder  now  brought  forth 
by  Tyme :  their  tongues  negledbng  all  language  elfe, 
faue  that  which  fpnke  zealous  prayers,  and  vncea- 
fable  wiflics,  for  his  moff  fpeedy  and  longd-for 
arnuall.

The  day  (for  whofe  fake,  thefc  wonders  of: 
Wood,cly  mdc  dius  into  the  clowdes)  is  now  come* 
being  (o  carely  vp  by  reafon  ot  Artificial!  Lights, 
which  wakened  it,  that  the  Sunne  ouer  flept  him- 
felfe,and  rofe  not  in  many  houres  after,  yet  brin- 
ging with  it  into  the  very  bofome  of  the  Cittiej  a 
world  of  people.  The  Streets  feemdc  to  beepaued 
with  naen:  Stalles  in  ftead  of  rich  wares  were  fet  out 
Yvith  children,  open  CaTcmentsfild  vpwith  wo- 
men. Bj  At 
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All  Glade  windowcs  taken  downe ,  burin  their 
places,  fparkeledfo  many  eyes,  that  had  it  riot  bene 
ihcday,  the  light  which  rcfleded  from  them,  was 
fufficient  to  hau^O-inadc  one  :  hcethat  fliouldhaue 
compared  the  etijptie  and  vntroden  vyalkes  of  Z<>;7- 
doffy  which  were  to  be  (een  in  that  late  mortally-  de- 
ftroying  Deluge,  with  the  thronged  ftreetcs  now, 
might  hauebeiieued,  that  vpon  this  day,  began  a 
new  Creatio»j3c  that  the  Cirie  was  the  ondy  Work- 
houfe  wherein  fundry  Nations  were  made. 

A  goodly  and  ciuil  order  was  obferued^in  Mar- 
tialling  all  the  Companies  according  to  their  de- 
grees ;  The  firft  beginning  at  the  vpper  end  of  Saint 
(Marks  Lane,  and  the  laft  reaching  aboue  the  Con- 
duit in  J'/(fe/y?rf^/^:  their  ScatSjbeingdouble-raildc: 
vpon  the  vpper  part  wheron  rheyltancd,the  Strea- 
mers, Enfigncs,  and  Bannerets,  ofeach  particular 
Company  decently  fixed  :  And  diredly  againft 
them,  (euen  quite  through  the  body  of  the  Citie,iro 
hie  as  to  Temple- Barre )  a  fingle  Raile  ( in  faire  di- 
flance  from  the  other)  was  likewifc  ereded  to  pvut  , 
ofFthe  multitude.  Amongft  whom,tQngucsCwhich 
infuchConfortsneucrlyeftillJtho  there  were  no 
Muficke,  yet  as  the  Poet  fay  es :

Nothing  that  ihcy  fpeakc  could  bcc  made  any 
thing ,  yet  all  that  was  (poken ,  founded  to  this 
porpofeathatftiil  hisMaieftie  wascomming.  They 
hauc  their  longings  :  And  behold,  A  farrc  off  they 
fpiehimjichly  mounted  on  awhitelcnner,  vnder 
a  rich  Canopy,  fuftained  by  eight  Barons  of  the 
Cinqueparts -^  the  Tower  fcruing  that  morning  but 
for  his  with-drawing  Chamber,  wherein  hee  made 
him  ready  :  and  from  thence  ftcptprefently  into  his 
Citie  of  London,  which  for  the  time  might  worthily 
borrow  the  name  of  his  Court  RojaH:  His  paiTuge  a* 
longft  that  Court ,  offering  it  felfc  for  more  State) 
through  feuen  Gates,  of  which  the  firfl  was  creeled 
at  ^Mchurch,

IT  was  an  vpright  Flat-fquare,  f  for  it  contained  fif-  j:^church. 
■*tiefooteintheperpendiculer,  and  fiftiefootein 
theGround-lyne)  thevpper  roofe  thereof  (one  di- 
ftind  Gatej  bore  vp  the  true  moddells  of  all  the  no- 
table Houfes,  Turrets,  and  Steeples,  within  the  Ci- 
tie. The  Gate  vnder  which  his  Maicftiedidpaffe, 
was  i2.footewide,and  is.footehie  :  APofternc 
Kkewife  (at  one  fide  of  it  j  being  fourcfootc  wide, 
and  8.  fbotcinheigth :  On  either  fide  of  the  Gate, 
ftooda  great  French  Terme,  of  ftonc,aduanced  vp- 
on  woddcn  Pcdeftalls^two  half  Pilafters  of  Rudick,

that,  albeit  ig  the  end  of  the  firft  Stanza  us  faid, 
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Tetfor  all  this,  is't  mtpittie^ 
Troynouantis  now  no  more  a  C it  tie. 

By  a  figure  called  C<«i?/V4//tf  or  the  mender  ^  hccrc 
followcs  prefently  a  reproofc ;  wherein  tytles  of  Som- 
mer  Arbor  ,*  The  Eagles  neft,  a  wedding  Hall,  &c.  are 
throwne  vpon  her,  the  leaft  of  them  being  at  this  time 
by  vertucofPoeticall  Heraldrie,  but  elpeciallic  in  re- 
gard of  the  State  that  now  vpholds  her,  thought  to  be 
names  of  more  honour,  than  that  of  her  owne .  And 
ihisfliort  Apologic,  doth  our  verfcmake  for  itfelfe, 
in  regard  that  fome,  (to  whofc  feded  iudgement  and 
authoritie  thcccnfureoftheie  Dcuifcs  was  referred,) 
brought  though  not  bitterly  the  life  of  thofc  lines  into 
queftion  :  But  appealing  with  Machdtas  to  PhiUt^y 
nowthefe  rea(bnshaue  awakend  him;  letvs  followe 
King  lames,  who  hauingpafled  vnder this  our  third 
gate,  is  by  this  time,  gracioufly  rcccauing  a  gratula- 
torie  Oration  from  the  mouth  of  Sir  Henry  MountA- 
gue^  Recorder  of  the  Citie ,  a  fquare  lowc  galloric,  fct 
round  about  with  pilafters,  bceing  for  that  purpofc  c- 
reded  fome  4.  foote  from  the  ground ,  and  ioyned  to 
the  front  of  the  Croffc  in  Cheape-,  where  likewife  flood 
all  the  Aldermen,  the  Chamberlaine,  Townc-clarkc,, 
and  Counfell  of  the  Citie. 

The  Recorders  Speech, 

High  Imperiall  Maicfiic ,  it  is  not  yctayccrein 
dayes  lince  with  acclamation  of  the  People,  Citizens, 
and  Nobles,  aufpitiouflie  hccre  at  this  Crollc  was  pro- 
clain^d  your  true  iiicceffion  to  the  Crownc .  If  then 
it  was  ioyous  with  Hats,  hands,  and  hearts,  lift  vp  to 
heauen  to  crie  Yimq^Iames ,  what  is  it  now  to  fee  King 
lames}  Come  therefore  O  worthieft  of  Kings  as  a  glo- 
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tious  Bridegroomc  through  your  Royall  chamber: 
But  to  come  nccrer ,  AdeH  quern  querimus ,  Twenric 
and  more  are  the  Soucraigncs  wee  haue  (erucd  lince 
our  conqueft,but  Conqucrour  of  hearts  it  is  you  and 
your  Poftcritic^  that  we  haue  vowed  to  louc  and  wifli 
to  lerue  whilft  Lmdon  is  a  Citie .  In  pledge  whereof 
my  Lord  Maior,  the  Aldermen,  and  Commons  of 
this  Citie,  wifhing  a  golden  Rcignc  vnto  you,  prefent 
your  Greatnes  with  a  little  cup  of  gold. 

At  the  end  of  the  Oration  three  Cups  of  gold  were 
giuen  (in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Maior,  and  the  whole 
Body  of  the  Citie,)  to  his  Maieftie,the  young  Prince, 
and  the  Queenc. 

All  which  but  aboue  all  (being  gifts  of  greater  va- 
lue) the  loyall  hearts  of  the  Citizens,  bceing  louingly 
rcceaucd ,  his  Grace  was  (at  leaft  it  was  appointed  he 
fhould  haue  beene)  met  on  his  way  neere  to  the 
Cro(Ie,by  Sylnanus ^^c^\^  in  greene  luic,  a  Cornet 
in  his  liand,  being  attended  on  by  foure  other  Syluans 
inluielikewife,  their  bowes  and  quiuers  hanging  on 
their  fhouidcrs  ,  and  windc  Inltruments  in  their 
hands. 

Vpon  fight  of  his  Maieftie,  they  make  a  ftand,  Syl^

ficall  Inflmuients  ••  whofe  found  bceing  vaniflicd  to 
nothing,  Thus  goes  our  Speaker  on. 
Syluanus, 

Mod:  happie  Prince,  pardon  me,  that  being  mcane 
.  inhabitCjandwildcinapparance,  (for  my  richeftli- 
uorie  is  bur  Icaues ,  and  my  IhteJieft  dwelling  but  in 
the  woodcs,)  thus  rudely  with  piping  Syluanes,  I  prc- 
fiime  to  intercept  your  royall  paiTagc.  Thefe  arc  my 
walkcs:  yec  Hand  I  hecre,  not  to  cutoff  your  way^but 
to  giue  it  a  full  and  a  bounteous  welcome ,  becing  a 
Nldlenger  fent  from  the  Lady  Eirene  my  Miftrefle^to 
deliuer  sn  errand  to  the  bert  of  all  ihefe  Worthies, 
your  royall  felfe  .  Many  Kingdoraes  hath  the  Lady 
fought  outto  abide  in,  but  from  them  all,  hathOicc 
becnc  moft  churlillily  baniilied :  not  that  her  beautic 
diddeferuefuchvnkindnes,  but  that  (like  the  eye  of 
Heaucn)  hers  were  too  bright,  and  there  were  no  Ea- 
gles breeding  in  thofencfts,  that  could  truly  beholdc 
them. 

At  laft  heere  fhc  ariucdjD^/»/V  fubfcribing  to  this 
Warrant,  that  none  but  this  Land  fhould  be  her  In- 
heritance. In  contempt  of  which  happines  ,  Enuic 
fhootes  his  impoifoned  ftings  at  her  heart,but  his  Ad- 
ders (being  charmed)  rurne  their  daungcrous  heads 
vpon  his  owne  bofbme.  Thofe  that  dwell  far  offline 
away  with  vexing  to  fee  her  profper,becaiifc  all  the  ac- 
cjuaintauce  which  tliey  haue  of  her,  is  this,  that  they 
know  there  is  fuch  a  goodly  Creature  as  Eirene^  in  the 
world,yet  her  face  they  know  not:  whilft  all  ihofc  that 
heere  Qecpc  vndcr  the  warmth  of  her  wingSjadore  her 
by  the  facred  &:  Coelediall  name  o^Fcace^  for  number 
being(as  her  bldluigs  are)  infinite. 
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Her  daughter  'Eu^erU  (well  knownc  by  ther»amc  of 
Plefjtfe,  is  at  this  prcfent  with  her,  (being  indeede ne- 
uer  from  her  (ide)vnder  yonder  Arbour  they  fitjwhich 
after  the  daughters  name  is  called ,  Hortm  EaporU 
{Pknties  Bower :  )Chaft  arc  they  both,and  both  may- 
dcns  in  memorie  of  aVirgine,  to  whom  they  were 
nurfe  children  :  for  whofe  fake  (becaufc  they  were 
bound  to  her  for  their  life,)  mec,  haue  they  charged 
to  lay  at  your  imperiall  feete,  (being  your  hereditarie 
due)  the  tribute  of  their  loue :  And'  with  it  thus  to 
fay,  ' '  ^ 

.  That  they  haue  languKlicd  manyhcauicmoneths 
for  your  prefence,  which  to  them  would  haue  beene, 
(&  proud  they  are  that  it  fhall  be  fb  now,)  of  the  lame 
operation  and  influence,  that  the  Sunne  is  to  the 
Ipring,  and  the  fpring  to  the  earth :  hearing  therefore 
v/hat  trebbic  preferment  you  hauebeftowed  vpon  this 
day,  wherein  befides  the  beames  of  a  glorious  Sunne, 
two  other  cleare  and  gracious  ftarres  fliine  chcere- 
fullic  on  thefe  her  homely  buildings :  Into  which  (be- 
caufe  nodutie  fhoiild  bee  wanting)  fhee  hathgiucn 
leaue  eueh  to  Strangers ,  to  bee  Sharers  in  her  happi- 
ncs ,  by  fuffering  them  to  bid  you  likcwile  welcome. 
By  mec  (once  hers  now  your  vaffaile^  fhee  entreates, 
and  with  a  knee  finking  lower  than  the  ground  on 
which  you  tread,  doo  1  humbly  execute  her  pleafure, 
that  ere  you  palTe  further,  you  would  deigne  to  walke 
into  yonder  Garden :  the  Hefperides  liuc  not  there  but 
the  Mufes,  and  the  Muics  no  longer  than  vnder  your 
protedion  .  Thus  farre  am  I  fent  tocondud  you  thi- 
ther, proftrately  begging  this  grace,  (fince  I  dare  not, 
as  beeingvnwoorthie,  lackey  by  your  roy  all  fide)  in 
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that  yet  thcfe  my  grecne  Followers  and  my  felfe  may 
bee  ioyfull  fore-runners  of  your  expeded  approch, 
away  Syluams, 

And  being  ( in  this  their  returne )  come  ncarc  to 
the  Arbor,  they  gaue  a  figne  with  a  fhort  florifh  from 
all  their  Cornets ,  that  his  Maieftie  was  at  hand  .• 
whofe  princely  eye  whilcfl:  it  was  delighting  it  fclfc 
widi  the  quaint  obiect  before  it,  afwecte  pleafure  like- 
wife  courted  his  care  in  thefhapc  of  Muficke,  lent 
from  the  voy  ces  of  nine  Boyes(all  of  them  Querifters 
of  Paules )  who  in  that  place  prefcnting  the  nine  M  u- 
les  fang  the  dittie  following  to  their  Viols  and  other 
Inftruments. 

But,  lead  leaping  too  bluntly  into  the  midft  of  our 
Garden  at  firft^  we  deface  the  beautie  of  it,  let  vs  fend 
you  round  about  it,  and  furucy  th.c  Wallcs,  Allies, , 
and  quarters  of  it  as  they  lye  in  order. 

This  heitjg  thefajhion  of  it. 

The  paflagcs  through  it  were  two  gates,  arched  ^ 
and  grated  Arbor- wife,their  heigth  being  1 6,  footc, 
their  breadth  lo.  from  theroofe,  and  fo  on  the 
(idesjdowne  to  the  ground^Cowcumbers,Pompions,  - 
"Grapes,  and  all  other  fruits  growing  in  the  land,han- 
ging  artificially  in  clufters.-Betweene  the  two  gates, 
a  pay  re  of  ftayres  were  mounted  with  fome  20  aftents: 
at  the  bottomeof  them  (on  two pillcrs)  were  fixed 
two  Saticrs  carued  out  in  wood ;  the  fides  of  both  the 
gates,  being  ftrengthened  with  foure  great  French 
frames  {landing  vponpedeflals,taking  vp  in  their  full 
height  io.foote. 

The  vpperpart  alfocaried  the  proportion ,  of  an 
•  G  Arbor, 
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Arbor,  being  clofde  with  their  round  tops ,  the  midft 
whereof  was  exalted  aboue  the  other  two ,  Fortune 
ftanding  on  the  top  of  it.  The  garnifhments  for  the 
whole  Bower jbeing  AppkSjPeareSjCheriesjGrapesj 
Rofes,  Lillies,  and  all  other  borh  fruits  and  flowers 
mo  ft  artificially  molded  to  the  life.  The  whole  frame 
of  this  fomer  banqueting  houfe, Hood  (at  the  ground 
line)  vpon^foore,  the  P erpt^nJicuUr  {[}[etchmo  it- 
felfe  1045.  Wee  might  ( thac  day)  haue  called  ii,The 
Muftcke  roome^  by  reafon  of  the  chaunge  of  tunes^that 
danced  round  about  it  i  for  in  one  place  were  heard  a 
noyfc  of  cornets ,  in  a  fecond,  aconfort^  the  third, 
(which  fate  in  fight)  a  fet  of  Viols^to  which  the  Mules 
fang. 

The  principal!  perfons  aduancde  in  this  Bower, 
-were,  'Eirene  (Peace)  ^ndEitpom  (Plenty)  wholaic 
together.

Peace:  Was  richly  attired ,  her  vppcr  garment  of 
carnation,hangingloofc,  aRobe  of  White  vnder  it, 
powdred  with  btarrcs,  and  girt  to  her  :  her  hairc  of  a 
bright  colour  Jong^and  hanging  at  her  back,but  inter- 
wouen  with  white  ribbands,  and  lewels :  her  browes 
were  cncompaft  with  a  wreath  compounded  of  the 
01iue5the  La wrell,S<:  the  Date  tree ;  In  one  hand  fhce 
held  OiCadticms ,  (  or  Mercuries  rod ,  the  god  of  elo- 
quence: )  In  the  other,  ripe  eares  of  corne  gilded :  on 
her  lap  fate  a  Douc :  All  thefe  being  enfignes,  and  fur- 
nitures of  P^4f(r. .

Flenty :  Her  daughter  fate  of  the  left  handjin  chang- 
able  colours,  a  rich  mantle  ofGoId  trauerfing  her  bo- 
dic;  her  hairc  large  and  loofely  fpreading  oijer  her 
fhoiildcrsron  her  head  acrowne  of  Poppy  &:Mii{lard 
feede;  the  antique  badges  of  Fertilitie  ic  Abundamey 
In  her  right  hand  a  CornucoptAy^l^Q,  withSowers, 
fruits^Scc.  •

Vpon  the  vcrie  vpper  edge  of  a  fairc  large  Freeze, 
running  quite  along  the  full  breadth  of  the  Arbor, 
and  iuft  at  their  fecte  were  planted  rankes  of  artificiall 
Artichocks  and  rofcs. 

Todefcribewhatapparrell  thefcArts,  andMufcs 
■  worCj  were  a  hard  labour,and  when  it  were  done ,  all 
were  but  idle.  Few  Taylors  know  how  to  cut  cut  their 
garments :  they  haue  no  Wardrob  at  all,  not  a  Mer- 
cer, nor  Merchant» though  they  can  all  write  and  read 
veric  excellently  well,  will  fuffer  them  to  bee  great  in 
their  bookes.  But  (as  in  other  countries  )  foin  this 
of  ours,they  goe  attirde  in  fuch  thin  clothes,  that  the 
windc  eucric  minute  is  readie  to  blowe  through 
them :  happy  was  it  for  them,  that  they  tooke'vp 

their 


through  the  Citie  of  London. 
their  lodging  in  a  fiimmer  arbour,  and  thatthcjr 
had  fo  much  muficke  to  comfort  chem,  their  ioies 
(of  which  they  do  not  euerie  daie  taftj  being  not- 
withftandingnow  infinitehe  multipliedjinthiSjthat 
where  before  they  might  haue  crycd  out  till  they 
grew  horfc5&  non  would  heare  the, now  they  fing. 
AderitcjnevocntHS  ^^oHo. 
Chorus  in  full  voices  anfwering  it  thus. 
"Er^o  dacris  Sylttas,  ^  cetera  rura  volitptas 
Panaquepafiorefq  ue  tenet  ^  Drndafquepneilas, 
Nee  Lupus  infidtASpecori^  nee  retU  Ceruis 
ylU  dolum  meditantur^  antat  bonus  otia  Daphnis  j

Syluanus  (as  you  may  perceiue  by  his  office  be- 
fore) was  but  fent  of  an  errand  :  there  was  another 
of  a  higher  calling,  a  Trauailer,  and  one  that  had 
gon  ouer  much  grownd,  appointed  to  fpeake  to 
his  Maiefty,  his  name  yertumnus^ihc  maifter  Gard- 
.ner,  and  husband  to  Pomona  :  To  tell  you  what 
cloathes  hee  had  on  his  backe  were  to  doo  him 
wrong,  for  hee  had  (to  fay  truth)  but  onefuitc: 
homelie  it  was,  yet  meetc  and  fit  for  a  Gardener: 
Inftcadd  of  a  hat,  his  browes  were  bound  about 
with  flowers,  out  of  whofe  thicke  heapes,here  and 
there  peeped  a  queeneapplc,acherie,or  apeare, 
this  boon-grace  hee  madeofpurpofetokeepehis 
face  from  heatc,  (becaufe  he  dcfired  to  looke  louc- 
he) yet  the  fiinne  found  him  out,  and  by  cafting  a 
continuall  eye  at  him,  whilft  the  old  man  was  dref- 
fing  his  arbours,his  chcekcs  grew  tawnie ,  which 
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colour  for  the  better  grace,  he  himfelfe  interpre- 
ted bliifhing.  A  w  hite  head  he  had,  &  funne-burnt 
hands :  in  tlie  one  he  held  a  weeding  hooke,  m  the 
other  a  grafting  kniferand  this  was  the  tenor  of  his 
foeech.That  he  was  bound  to  giuc  thanks  to  heauc. 
In  thatthearbour  and  trees  which  growing  in  that 
fruitfuUCynthian  gardenjbeganto  droop  and  hang 
downe  their  greene  heades,  and  to  vncurle  their 
crifped  forlocks^as  fearing  and  in  Tome  fort,  feeling 
the  iliarpeneffe  ofAutumnian  malice,  are  now  on 
the  fudden  by  the  deuine  influence  apparelled  with 
a  frefh  and  more  liuely  verdure  than  euer  they  were 
before  .    The  nine  Mufcs  that  could  expedt  no 
better  entertaincmcnt  than  fad  baniilimentjiauing 
now  louely  and  amiable  faces  :  Arts  that  were 
threatned  to  be  trod  vnder  foot  by  Earbarifme^now 
(euen  at  fight  ofhisMaieftiewhoistheDelianPa- 
tro  both  of  the  Mufes  &  Arts)being  likewife  aduan- 
ced  to  moft  high  prefermct  whilft  the  very  rurall  & 
Syluane  troopes  dancd  for  ioyrthe  Lady  therfore  of 
the  place  'Eirene^  (his  mitl:ris)in  name  ot  the  Prartor,* 
Confuls  ^Senators  of  the  Ciry,who  carefully  pru- 
ine  this  garden.(weeding  outal  hurtful  &  idlcbran^ 
ches  that  hinder  the  growth  of  the  good,)  and  who 
are  indeede,  'Er^atai  PiJIoi^  faithfull  Laborers  in  this 
peiceofgroundjSheedothin  al  their  names,  (&he 
in  behalfe  of  his  Lady)offer  them  felues^this  Arbor, 
the  bowers  &  walkes.yea  her  children  gold  &  filuer, 
with  the  louiijg  &  loyall  harts  of  all  thofe  the  Sons 
of  peace ,  (landing  about  him,  to  be  difpofcle  after 
his  royal  pleafure.  And fo  wifhing  his  happie  Ar- 
riual^at  a  more  glorious  bowcr^to  which  he  is  now 

going 
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going,  yet  welcoming  him  to  this,  &  praying  his- 
Maielly  not  to  forget  this  poore  Arbor  of  his  La- 
dy, Miificke  is  commanded  to  cary  all  their  praicrs 
for  his  happie  rcignCjWith  the  loud  Amen  of  all  his 
Sub^eds  as  hie  as  heaucn.

The  eff  ed  of  whole  (peech  waSj  that  whereas  the 
Fl^rntn  came  to  pcifoume  rices  there  ,  in  honour  of 
one  A/jna  a  goddcfle  of  the  Rommnei ,  the  Genius 
vowes,  that  none  lliall  doe  Sacrilice  there,  but  him^ 
felfe^the  offring  that  he  makes  being,  the  Heart  of 
the  Citiej  Sic. 

And  thus  haue  wee  (lowcly  andaloofe)  followed 
ourSoueraigne  through  thefeauen  Triumphal  gates 
of  this  his  Court  Royall ,  which  name ,  as  London  re- 
ceiued  at  the  ryfing  of  the  Simne  '■>  (o  now  at  his  going 
from  her  (euen  in  a  moment)  She  loft  that  honour: 
Andbeing(likean  Adoron  a  Stage)  ftriptoutof  her 
borrowed  Majeftie ,  llie  rcfignes  her  former  fliape& 
title  of  Citie;nor  is  it  quite  loftjconf idering  it  went  a- 
long  with  him^to  whom  it  is  due  •  For  fuch  Vertue  is 
begotten  in  Princes ,  that  their  verie  prcfencc  hath 
power  to  turnea  Village  to  a  Citie ,  and  to  make  a 
Citie  appeare  great  as  a  Kingdome .  Behold  how 
glorious  a  Flower  ,  HappinelTc is,  but  how  fa- 
ding .  The  Minutes  ( that  lackey  at  the  hecles  of 
'Ttmi)twn  not  fafter  away  then  do  our  joycs.  What 
tongue  could  haue  expreft  the  raptures  on  which 
thefoule  of  the  Citie  was  carried  beyond  itfelfe  j  for 
the  ipace  ofmanic  houres?  W  hat  w  ealth  could  haue 
allurde  her  to  haue  clofdc  her  eics ,  at  the  comming 
ofher  King  jandyet  See,  her  Bridegrome  is  but  ftepc 
from  her,and  in  a  Minute  (nay  infhorter  time,then  a 
thought  can  be  borne)  is  Ihe  made  a  Widdow.

THe  Citie  oi^^firninfter  and  Dutchy  ofLanca/rer, 
perceiuing  what  preparation  their  neighbor 
citie  made  to  entertain  her  Soueraigne;  though 
in  grcatnes  they  could  not  match  her  j  yet  in  greatnes 
of  Loueand  Duetie,  they  gaue  teflimonie,that  both 
were  equall.

The  Inuention  was  a  Rayne-bow ,  the  Moone, 
Sunne,and  the  feauen  Starres ,  calledthe  Pfeiadcsy  be- 
ing aduaunced  betweene  vwoPyr4midfs:El(5lra(on2oC 
thofe  feauen  hanging  in  the  aire,  in  figure  of  a  Co- 
met) was  the  fpeaker^hcr  woi'ds  carrying  this  effe6t. 

That  as  his  Majeftiehad  l^tt  the  Citie.of  London^ 
happy,  by  deliucring it  fro  thenoyfeoftumLilttfo  h;: 
would  crowne  this  place  with  the  like  joyes ;  which 
being  done,  thee  reckons  vpanumberofblefsingSy 
that  will  follow  vponit. 

The  worke  of  this  was  thought  vpon  3  begun  and 
made  perfed  in  xij  .daies.
